DARK SHADOWS RINGS FOUND! 


Last summer | was fortunate enough to come across these two cool 
rings. The one I had heard of - the other I had not. As part of the 2nd 
series of Dark Shadows gum cards, made by Philadelphia Gum Card in 
the late 1960s, an incredible premium was offered. An actual 
Barnabas Collins ring! The ring was made of metal and complete with 
the ominous black stone - an exact replica of the one worn by the 
1960s icon, The ring did have a variation - there were two different 
bands produced. One more plain fooking, with an indentation in the 
center of the band, The second had a more ornate design to the band. 


But the really crazy thing happened when I noticed a second ring. It 
‘was unlike anything | had ever seen before - large, cumbersome, very 
bizarre, The guy had it identified as a Quentin Collins ring. I took a 
chance and bought them - feeling fairly confident that there really was 
no Quentin Collins ring offer. However, the rings were very similar in 
structure and the "Quentin" ring actually had the ornate band 
variation! It was explained to me that the original owner had sent for 
TWO Barnabas rings back in 1968. Instead of receiving two of the 
same - she received one Barnabas and one “Quentin.”

Every once and awhile | have 
found something odd that does not quite fit. In this article 
I'd like to share those odd pieces with you and the stories 
that went behind them.

Sundae signs. Once again we came 
to a reasonable settlement. 


As a toy dealer | set up at shows 
and on occasion someone brings in 
something to sell. I was doing a 
show in San Francisco and a guy # 
deal with saw my want list and 
asked if | was interested in a Cap'n 
Crunch snack pack box. To my 
knowledge they had never 
produced a snack pack but I asked 
him to bring it the next day. The 
next day came and so did the so 
called snack pack. ft was actually a 
Cap'n Crunch sample box that was sent out through the 
mail in a mass mailing in [963! The front was the classic 
Cap'n on the Guppy. The back showed everyone on the 
Guppy while one side talked about the free comics in each 
box of Cap'n Crunch. The box was missing the top but we 
worked out an acceptable cash and trade offer. 


One of my favorite pieces is a small diecut Cap'n Crunch 
shelf talker for the 
treasure chest offer 
from 1964. A shelf 
talker is a small sign 
that hangs down from 
the cereal shelf. This 
piece came out of a 
large collection which 
also included the first 
Cap'n Crunch box and 
the Peanut Butter Crunch box with the Super Ring offer. 


In my early collecting there was always talk of Cap'n 
Crunch Cookies. As a collector of all types of food this 
would be the coolest cross over. Once again I got a call 
from a collector friend who was getting the front, back 
and sides of a Cap'n Crunch's 
Peanut Butter Creme Cookies box. f 
It had come from someone who 
had been so obsessed with the 
cookies that he cut up the box and 
mounted it with other box parts on 
aboard. Once the box parts were 
pealed off the board they could be 
built up into a box. A trade deal 
was reached and | awaited my new 
prize eagerly. It came and was 
amazing. The Cap'n is in the crows 
nest filled with peanuts and holds a 
giant cookie. Rumors exist of a 
different cookie box with Sea Dog 
as the mascot but I have yet to 
track one of those down... 
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The Willy Wonka Connection 


In 1971 Quaker 
took their success 
in the cereal aisle 
to the candy 
market. With the 
summer re- 
release of Willy 
Wonka and the 
Chocolate Factory, 
Quaker 
introduced 


candy salesman 
Willy Wonka. In 
his top hat and 
purple coat, Willy Lond 
Wonka introduced Bil 
two new candies, Super Skrunch and Peanut Butter 
Oompas. Super Skrunch was a chocolate covered 
crisp rice and peanut butter bar similar to 
Butterfinger. Peanut Butter Oompas were candy 
coated chocolate and peanut butter candies. 


To launch their newest cartoon salesman, Quaker 
used Cap'n Crunch to lend a hand once again. In 
1970 the Cap'n 
had helped out 
by selling 
300,000 Willy 
Wonka Candy 
Making Kits. 
So in 1971 the 
Cap'n offered a 
Golden Ticket 
in every one of 
his boxes for 7 
cents off a six 
pack of Willy 
Wonka 
candies,

The initial launch 
went well and as time went by other products were 
added to the line including Gobstoppers which were 
jawbreakers that came in cello wrapped two packs 
and the Scrumdidilyumptious bar which was a 
chocolate covered caramel crisp. At some point a 
Willy Wonka Halloween Safety Kit was given away as 
a promotion. It came with two Halloween bags, a 
Super Scrunch bar, name stickers and Halloween 
safety tips. 


As time went by Quaker 
changed its mind about 
being in the candy 
business and sold the Willy 
Wonka franchise to 
Concorde Confections (a 
division of Sunmark). 

They went on to create 
Nerds and ended up 
phasing out Super 
Scrunch, Oompas and 
Scrumdidilyumptious. 
Nerds continue to thrive 
and Gobstoppers were 
still available in a smaller 
boxed form a few years 
ago. Willy Wonka 
continues to be the worlds 
greatest candy salesman.

During the 1960s, Quaker was 
responsible for creating and 
producing some of the most coveted 
rings in cereal history, Not only are 
rings an age-old attraction to begin 
with - Quaker took it one step further 
by combining the theme of its 
flagship mascots, Cap'n Crunch and 
Quisp, into the actual design of each 
ring. With these rings a kid could 
imagine he was shooting a cannon 
from behind his desk at school, He 
could go for a journey on his raft in

4. Pirate Puzzle Ring: A very difficult 
ring to identify. I still am notl00% 
sure on this one. Quaker, in its 
different ring lines, made several 
puzzle rings. 1 believe this one had a 
clear top and had a skull and 
crossbones design inside with two 
loose silver balls. The idea was to tilt 
and twist the ring until the two silver 
balls secured themselves in the eye 
sockets of the skull. 


5. Sword in Scabbard Ring: One

So, true Crunch believers, here is the low down on the 
Capn's rings. Officially, two different series of rings were 
issued in Capn Crunch. The first set was released in the 
mid-1960s, best guesstimate would be 1965 (I'm pretty 
sure they pre-dated the Quisp/Quake rings). The set 
consisted of nine groovy rings - each with its own 
personality! 


SERIES ONE 


I. Capn Crunch Figural Ring: the essential Capn Crunch 
ring. This ring featured a full figure of the loquacious 
Capn mounted on a ring base. 


2. Whistle Ring: Taken from the Quaker Crazy rings a 
few years before - what ring collection wouldn't be 
complete without a whistle ring? The big difference 
between this ring and its Crazy ring predecessor is that 
the whistle part stands perfectly vertical on the ring base. 
The Crazy ring whistle part was mounted at an angle. 


3. Ship-in-a-Bottle Ring: Another knockoff of the Crazy 
ring series, the ship-in-a-bottle ring was key to this line. 
Too bad the ship wasn't the Guppy. But then again, who 
really cares? | still haven't exactly and precisely 
determined the difference between the good Capn's ship- 


of the toughest of the rings to 
find. An 

absolute classic, this ring 
featured the Capn's sword, anda 
scabbard to place it in (when not 
in use, of course), See the 
picture. This ring is amazing. Its 
base is unlike any of the other rings in this series. it has a 
very thin and fragile plastic connector to the ring. My 
guess is that this ring is probably the rarest of the Capn's 
first series rings, due to its multiple pieces and flimsy 
structure. 


6. Cannon Ring: Another classic. The cannon is one of 
my favorites of this line. The cannon was essential to 
those Saturday morning, mid-cartoon battles with pirate 
and Crunch-nemesis Jean LaFoote. The cannon was 
mounted on a swivel for accurate firing. Nuff said. 


7. Gold Coin Ring: An ancient gold coin mounted on the 
ring base. Must've come out of one of those treasure 
chest finds. 


8. Treasure Chest Ring: Another classic. An actual 
treasure chest mounted on the ring base. The treasure 
chest lid had hinges that lasted about 10 minutes after 
the premium was opened. Inside, one could place secret 
messages and such. A tough piece to find with intact 
hinges (if any of you own any Monster Cereal secret 
compartment rings, you will appreciate this). 


9. Compass Ring: This appears to be a direct copy of the 
Crazy ring version. Compass that really works! 


SERIES TWO 


Series two was released sometime in the early 1970s. | 
would have to guess 1971-72. Advertised as the Capn's 
“Super Rings', this series of four zany rings is highly

The breakfast cereal marketplace 
has always been one of the most 
competitive areas of the food 
industry. During the post war 
"baby boom" years various 
strategies were employed to 
enhance product commerciality. 
Packaging became creative and 
colorful. Various human and 
animal characters were employed 
as salesmen for the product. The 
cereals themselves were given 
increasingly unique and exotic 
flavors and textures. Then the 
industry noticed that the medium of television, still in it’s infancy 
at that time, was beginning to appeal to a wide audience of 
children. Premiums, relatively inexpensive toys, games and 
novelties, were used for years in radio promotions not only for 
breakfast cereals but for a wide range of products such as 
Ovaltine and Crackerjack. And the use of premiums became a 
good tool in television advertising as well. 


Coincidentally, during the mid -1950's, there was an growing 
interest among children in dinosaurs and monsters, in general. 
This is evidenced by the large number of movies, comics, and 
children's books that featured these prehistoric animals, So, it's 
not surprising that eventually someone from an enterprising 
promotion company got the idea to use dinosaurs as a give away 
in breakfast cereal boxes, The visual possibilities were exciting 
when you consider the dramatic impact of showing dinosaurs on a 
television screen . 


The first dinosaurs included in cereal boxes, incidentally, were not 
the famous nes that are the subject of this article. In early 1958, 
Kellogg's ran a promotion that featured 8 plastic dinosaurs, one 
free in each box of Rice Krispies. However, these were essentially 
identical to figures manufactured by Ajax Plastics, that you could 
buy in stores as a set. Therefore, they’ re not highly regarded by 


premium collectors. They also lacked the benefit of an intensive 
television advertising campaign. 


‘The dinosaur premium that most people remember from the era 
were released late in 1958. They were issued one free in each 
box of Nabisco's Wheat and Rice Honeys. The National Biscuit 
Company described these cereals as "the original honey flavored 
cereals’, Neither Wheat nor Rice Honeys have been available to 
the consumer since the 1970's. These cereals featured a 
character named "Buffalo Bee" on the boxes. This colorful 


character was a bee dressed in 
cowboy attire who used a six 
gun to shoot the cereal full of 
honey! Television commercials 
°| featuring Buffalo Bee are as 
memorable as any from that 
era, As a matter of fact, Buffalo 
Bee inspired several premiums 
of his own, including, a plastic 
bowl hanger and a tee shirt. At 
one point, there was even talk 
of Buffalo Bee getting his own 
half hour Saturday morning 
cartoon show, but the series 
never materialized, The character did appear in three Delt 
Comic Books in 1957. 


The company responsible for developing the premiums was 
Specially Advertising Services based in New York City. The actual 
creator was John "Wally Walworth, who designed many of the 
best-loved Crackerjack and cereal premiums from the 1950's, 


Walworth was originally an animator who worked on Betty Boop, 
Popeye and Casper cartoons. He arrived at Specialty Advertising 
in 1944 and created the Nabisco spoonmen and a number of 
Howdy Doody premiums. He also created the Buffalo Bee spoon 
rider and literally hundreds of Cracker Jack premiums. (The 
author of this article was privileged to receive a personal letter 
from Walworth in 1991 where he discussed the dinosaurs). 
Walworth died in 1992 at age 78, 


In 1957, Walworth was enlisted to develop a set of dinosaur 
premiums to be used in a Nabisco cereal promotion. Not 
knowing much about the subject, Walworth journeyed to the 
Museum of Natural History in New York to acquaint himself with 
their anatomies. The Nabisco dinosaur set consisted of ten 
figures and each of these was sealed into a small opaque packet 
and then inserted one in each cereal box. The figures were small, 
‘on the average two inches long. They were manufactured mainly 
in two colors; marbled green and marbled red. The marble effect 
is from the light traces of lead in the plastic. During the 1950's, 
there were no restriction on lead being used in the manufacture 
of plastic items. There are also reports of blue color premium 
from this era but none ever turned up in my neighborhood during 
the time that cereal boxes were in stores. The ten figures 
included a Tyrannosaurus Rex, a Plesiosaur, a Pteranodon, a 
Paleescincus, a Trachodan, a Parasaurolophus, a Dimetrodon, a 
Triceratops, a Stegosaurus and a Brontosaurus. These toys, 
incidentally, were manufactured by Banner Plastics in Paterson, 
New Jersey. 
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Despite Walworth's study of the 
skeletons at the Museum of 
Natural History, no real attempt 
was made to make these little 
figures appear anatomically 
correct or in proper scale with 
each other. The brontosaurus is 
proportionally too small and is 
sculpted so that the four legs 
fuse together to form a base. 
The T-Rex has arms that are 
much too long and a head 
shaped rather like a dog's. 
Parasaurolophus' crest is far too 
long and out of proportion, 


WHEAT HONEYS: 


An intensive promotional 
campaign was devised to market 
the figures. Nabisco salesmen 
visited supermarket 
headquarters armed with a 
special kit. The centerpiece of 
the kit was a hard shell 
reproduction of the cereal box 
which opened to display all ten 
figures along with advertising 
copy. It is said that the figures in 
the kit differed from the ones 
inserted in the cereal boxes in 
that they were made of a hard 
composition material rather 
than plastic. Several of these

Most of the sculptures are some 

what unthreatening and a few even appear to be smiling. Yet it's 
the anomalies that make these figures memorable. These toys 
existed for playtime, not for science. So it turns out that 
Walworth did a good job of turning natural history inte fun. And 
on top of that they were free - well almost! 


As part of the promotional campaign, the cereal boxes were 
redesigned to feature a stegosaurus in a banner splashed across 
the lower portion of the box. Also inside the banner were the 
words "free inside! Realistic plastic model prehistoric dinosaur’. 
Buffalo Bee was in his normai position shooting the cereal full of 
honey with his six gun. The back of the box featured a newly 
rendered depiction of dinosaur painter Charles Knight's famous 
prehistoric swamp. One side panel featured an ad for a Buffalo 
Bee tee shirt, the other featured an offer for the entire set of 
dinosaurs. In keeping with the fantasy nature of the figures, they 
were given exciting names on the box; including, "tyrant king, 
reptilian tank, sea serpent, and thunder lizard." The box 
described these figures as "realistic plastic models’, but they were 
really just great children's toys. 


Incidentally, the type of promotion, whereby a consumer can send 
in a box top and a small amount of cash to receive a product, is 
known in the industry as the “self liquidating premium.” In the 
case of the Nabisco dinosaurs, the figures were offered in two sets 
of 5 figures each for $.25 per set. You also received a small 
cardboard dinosaur guide which featured a thumb wheel you 
could turn to see pictures of the dinosaurs and read facts about 
them. Interestingly enough this guide carries a copyright date of 
1957, indicating that the 
concept was devised long 
before Nabisco was able to 
put the plan into action. 
Walworth specialized in 
these paper guides 
designing them for several 
other promotions. The 


kits have surfaced during the last 
few years commanding prices of $300 and higher. 


A display ad was prepared for insertion in the Sunday comic 
pages of local newspapers. When the boxes of cereal were 
actually ready to be sold, supermarkets received displays and 
banners. 


Most importantly, an intensive television campaign was prepared. 
A commercial was filmed featuring a very enthusiastic announcer, 
and footage from the movie "One Million B. C." The commercial 
also showed children playing with the dinosaurs in an elaborate 
diorama. This commercial was run constantly for weeks on 
Saturday morning programs such as “Andy's Gang’, "Rin Tin Tin" 
and "Howdy Doody’, As a matter of fact, the MC of the "Howdy 
Doody’ show, Buffalo Bob Smith, preferred a personal approach 
to commercials and devised a live spot for the dinosaurs. 


The end result of the campaign was that the cereal boxes sold out 
at local supermarkets quickly. Most kids weren't able to complete 
their sets of figures because when supermarkets re ordered 
‘Wheat Honeys and Rice Honeys they received the next 
promotion. However, Nabisco continued the "mail-in" for several 
months, well into 1959, and boxes featuring Rin Tin Tin premiums 
still carried the side panel offering the set for $.50. 


Interestingly, kids of the 1950's were divided into two camps 
regarding the dinosaurs. There were youngsters, like myself, who 
liked them because they were fun and then there were kids who 
were disappointed because the figures were small and not very 
"scary", A lot of the allure 
that these small plastic 
dinosaurs have for adults in 
the 90's stems from the fact 
that the figures are quaint 
and have a certain charm to 
them. They definitely rank 
up there with the most 


guides are less common 

than the dinosaurs and can sell for $25 or more. (Strangely 
enough , I never thought to take advantage of this offer as a child, 
even though I was unable to complete my set from the cereal 
boxes. Furthermore, I've been in contact with many dinosaur and 
premium collectors through the years, and I've yet to hear from 
anyone who did send for the set.

memorable nostalgic toys 


and premiums from the 1950's. 


The saga of the Nabisco dinosaurs didn't end with the cereal 
promotion. During the early 1960's, the toys turned up in arcades 
at the Jersey Shore and Coney Island. | remember feeding a lot 
of coins into a game machine, in hopes that a small crane would 
snag a plesiosaur or triceratops. 


In 1960, Nabisco initiated a new promotion this time for 
"Prehistoric Beasts". In this campaign, there were eight figures, 
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again designed by Wally Walworth and 
inserted "free inside", one to each box of 
Wheat or Rice Honeys. These figures 
were made of soft silver plastic and were 
larger and more accurately detailed than 
the earlier figures. Again, memorable 
box art was devised and an intense 
television campaign was utilized. 
However for this promotion you could 
not send for a complete set ---you had to 
get them out of the cereal boxes. Figures 
included Wooly Mammoth, Sabertooth 
Cat, Hoofed Giant, Giant Pig, Greatneck 
Camel, Titanic Beast, Giant Rhino and 
Giraffe Camel. Incidentally, these animals 
were actually mammals and roamed the 
earth during a later period than the 
dinosaurs, who were already extinct. The 
boxes also referred to the creatures by 
their technical names such as smilodon, 
barylambda, and alticamelus. In 1995, 
the A & E cable network aired a 
biography on Buffalo Bob Smith and 


for high figures. 


The silver prehistoric beasts also sell for 
$4.-6. each, although a recently 
discovered lavender set would go for a lot 
more. To the author's knowledge, the 
prehistoric beasts have never been re- 
issued. 


Despite the fact that classic toy and cereal 
commercials from the 1950's and 1960's 
are turning up by the dozens, the original 
1958 dinosaur commercial has yet to 
surface. Perhaps someday soon, as { for 
one, would love to see it again, 


Today the Nabisco dinosaurs are viewed 
as quaint nostalgic little mementos from a 
bygone era. The current generation 
would probably be bored with them, and 
they're of little use as accurate portrayals 
of dinosaurs. But if you were a kid in the 
1950's, you most likely remember both 
the dinosaurs and wheat and rice honeys 


during the course of the program, 
showed him doing a live Howdy Doody spot for the prehistoric 
beasts. 


The original Nabisco dinosaurs turned up again in 1970 when they 
were used in a giveaway promotion for Frito-Lay. Colors this time 
were gray, black and dark blue. A noted collector mused that 
Frito-Lay made collecting the figures simple, since you could feel 
the bag to determine which figure was inside. This solved the old 
problem of attempting to complete a set of figures from cereal 
boxes, but getting endless duplicates. The dinosaurs turned up 
again in the mid-1970's when a local mid western ice cream 
manufacturer inserted the original figures in brown and tan colors 
into it's packages, 


Pastel color versions of the original ten figures turned up in party 
stores during the 1980's. You could reach into a fish bowl and 
grab a handful of the figures for a dollar or so. During the Jate 
1980's, a New York toy company marketed the toys in modern 
soft plastic and modern colors. The figures were packaged in a 
plastic bag with a header card and called ‘The Lost World". 


During the 1990's, the figures became sought after again as toy 
collecting reached it's current level of popularity. A set of the 
dinosaurs with the guide went for $300 in a Hake's auction in 
1991. A few months later a partial set with the guide and original 
Nabisco mailing box sold for $150, (the author bought them!) 


In 1994 in an ironic twist of fate the Tootsietoy company released 
a header card bag of dinosaurs that combined the Ajax dinosaur 
that Kellogg's offered in 1958 with the Nabisco's. The figures were 
cast in bright colors such as pink and yellow. The figures looked 
great so it's safe to assume that the molds are in good shape and 
welll see these figures again someday. 


Currently, the figures sell in the $4.- 6. price range for original 
colors and slightly less for the late blue, black and brown figures. 
Some collectors try to collect as many color variations as they 
can. The dinosaur guide can go for $25 or more, and the cereal 
boxes sell for $75 and more when you can find them. Naturally, 
special promotional items, such as the salesman's kit, would sell 


fondly.

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A Marxist Philosophy 1955-1963 


by Joe DeMarco 


The following dissertation is the result 
of the experiences of a lifetime of 
collecting Marx dinosaurs by a Marx 
fanatic, myself. Nothing here is a 
claim to absolute factuality except for 
the basic nostalgia, recollections and 
love of collecting Marx dinosaurs... 


The history of Marx dinosaurs is a 
fascinating subject to us Marx fanatics. 
For many dinosaur enthusiasts and 
collectors, the Marx dinosaur models 
were the beginning of it all; the 
genesis for a lifetime of interest and 
passionate obsession of the intrigue of 
prehistoric life. 


{tis believed that all "original" Marx dinosaurs date approximately 
from the 1955 to 1963 era. In order to fully understand or undertake 
any dialogue concerning the Marx models it must be fully understood 
how they were produced. Unlike today’s lavish scale model 
reproductions, the Marx dinosaurs were released by mold groupings. 
‘They are not single pieces. It is important to understand what pieces 
belong to these groups and their relationship to each other before we 
get into an in-depth description and history. Each Marx mold was 
given a number noted below in parenthesis. To my knowledge, the 
Marx molds can be delineated as follows: 


1. Small mold group (PL755)--Triceratops, Cynognathus, 
Plateosaurus, Spheiacoden and Dimetrodon . 


2, Large mold group (PL749)--Brontosaurus, Pot-Belly T-Rex and 
Kronosaurus 


3. Medium Mold group (PL750)--Allosaurus, Hadrosaurus, Trachodon, 
Ankylosaurus, Stegosaurus and Pteranodon 


4. Second Series mold group (PL 1083)--Megatherium, Mammoth, 
Moschops, Styracosaurus, Iguanodon, Parasaurolophus, 
Struthiomimus and Smilodon 


5. Revised mold group (PL 977)--Sleek T-Rex, Brontosaurus, 
Trachodon, Dimetrodon, Triceratops, Ankylosaurus, Stegosaurus and 
Allosaurus. 


Marx dinosaurs, some believe, were first produced in the early to mid 
1950's,..but, in actuality, cannot be verified until 1956-57. The 
original Marx line consisted of 14 dinosaur pieces from mold groups 
PL749, PL750 and PL755, These pieces were released in stores and 
sold loosely in store bins and as bagged sets during the late 1950's. 
These figures were made strictly, in that time period, in gray and 
green colors only, and were produced in the classic Marx lead based 
soft plastic. These figures sold generally from ten to twenty five cents 
and the success of these sales prompted the Marx Company to 
release their first prehistoric playset later in the 1957 year. The 
original Marx playset consisted of all 14 of these dinosaurs plus 
multiples of the small mold group( 3 extra Dimetrodons, 3 extra 
Plateosaurs plus one extra Triceratops, Sphenacoden and 
Cynognathus)...totaling 23 dinos in all. The playset numbered #3390 
and called "The Prehistoric Times Playset, Series 1000" also included a 
large vacuform mountain-lake along with 12 cavemen (6 tan and 6 
cream...although they sometimes came in beautiful brick red and gray 
sets), 4 trees, 6 ferns and the Marx booklet. The box is a large 16x27 
inches with a stylishly designed lithograph drawing on the cover. 

Main images have views of each of the dinosaurs with cavemen 


watching from a nearby cliff, To my 
knowledge, there are 2 different 
versions of the #3390 box. One has 
fold in flaps, the other has a carrying 
case handle. This is the set most 
people remember from childhood 
and most people strive to recapture. 
My experiences show me that most 
Marx collectors have a vivid 
recollection of the fragile vacuform 
lake. This single piece scenery 
formation is quite large (box sized) 
and has smoothly contoured hills and 
a waterfall. Because of its brittle 
quality it tended to crack easily. 
Therefore, most often, the vacuform 
was the first part of the set to be discarded. Because of this, finding a 
#3390 playset with a mint condition vacuform is rare which is not 
difficult to understand considering this playset is now bordering on 40 
years of age. Additionally, many collectors have a fond remembrance 
of the Marx booklet. This small literary work usually had lithograph 
drawings of all the dinosaurs along with a description of the animals 
and their historical data. This, too, tends to be a missing piece in 
most playsets. In the playsets themselves, the dinosaurs and trees, 
etc. came packaged in identifiably marked paper bags. 


For the cost conscious collector, there were small modified versions 
sold of the Marx playset at this time as well. Usually packaged in a 
small polka dot box, the mini-playsets were known to contain about 
13 dinosaurs and 3 cavemen without all the other glorious playset 
accessories... 


In 1960, riding the wave of success of the #3390 Playset, Marx 
produced and released another playset...Prehistoric Times #3388, 
although it is also released as the #3394 set and even sometimes 
came unnumbered altogether. This set was packaged in a small 
lithograph 17x15. inch box. This box, too, had a beautiful lithograph 
cover depicting a Brontosaurus in the foreground and a Pot-Bellied 
Rex in the background eating a Plateosaurus. The shadowy silhouette 
‘of a Kronosaurus adorns the front left of the box. This set contains, 
usually, 31 dinosaurs, but f should note that my experience shows me 
the variety and or number of animals can differ with all playsets 
issued under this #3386 format. Apparently, Marx had no standards 
for what actually went into a playset other than it contain a certain 
predetermined number of pieces...be they animal or accessory. 


The biggest addition to this #3388 set was a new T-Rex (the sleek, 
revised version) which accompanied the Pot-Bellied Rex in this set. 
This sleek T-Rex was a much more scientifically accurate depiction of 
the creature. Most sets generally contained doubles of the awesome 
new revised T-Rex although I have seen a few that had doubles of the 
Pot-Belly instead. In either case, both meat eaters were present in 
this playset. The compliment of the other dinosaurs generally 
remained the same as in the #3390 set but additionally included a 
duplicate set of the PL-750 mold group in a differing color. Other 
notable changes in this set was the fragile vacuform plastic mountain 
base was replaced with 4 individual rock and lake pieces made out of 
hard plastic and colored in gray or brown. The trees and ferns 
remained constant and this set more often than not, had no cavemen 
for whatever reason, although there have been original sets found 
that did have some cavemen included. One of the biggest changes in 
this set was in dinosaur color. Brown was introduced as a standard 
Marx color and generally the PL-750 mold group came in brown in 
this set. In addition, one or more of the large mold pieces in this set 
are generally in a metallic silver color and sometimes the rare

metallic green. 


Marx released a bevy of playsets during the subsequent years with 
different preduction numbers, but all were a variation of these 2 
aforementioned sets to most degrees. At the same time, Marx 
continued their sales of individual dinosaurs in stores. But, now, they 
were sold in shades of brown, gray and green. The metallic green 
and silver pieces, to my knowledge, were never sold as individual 
pieces. These were playset premium pieces only and, today, are quite 
rare When Marx introduced the sleek T-Rex in 1960, they 
produced an entire new mold group of dinosaurs. (The revised mold 
PL-977) With the exception of the sleek Rex, all other dinosaurs are 
the same as their original brethren with minor exceptions. Why Marx 
did this re-tooling of the same figures has been the cause of much 
speculation, but most believe it was to improve the posture of the 
figures in some cases, and in others, simply to save on plastic. A 
description of the mold "revisions” and their identifying marks are as 
follows: 


1, T-Rex: This is the easiest revision because the dinosaur is a 
completely different pose. The originat T-Rex is fondly known as the 
Pot-Bellied T-Rex because of his robust stomach. The sleek T-Rex or 
"revised" Tyrannosaurus Rex is more in tune with the scientific vision 
of what we know a T-Rex looks like by today's vision and is more 
animated and fearsome. 

2, Brontosaurus: The original Brontosaurus is near identical to the 
revision. The original piece has 4 large mold circles on its feet and 
the descriptive words on the animal are large, crisp and higher up on 
the abdomen. All revised Brontes have small mold circles on its feet 
and the descriptive words are small and on the very underbelly of the 
dinosaur, This, and most revised mold pieces have a slightly shinier 
texture, as well. 

3. Trachodon: Original trachodons have their forepaw pointing 
downward. This piece is slightly unbalanced and tends to lean to the 
left. Revised Trachodons are perfectly balanced and the forepaw 
extends upward. 

4. Stegosaurus: Original Stegos have a single large mold circle on 
the left foot, The other 3 feet will have small mold circles. The 
revisions have a small mold circle on all 4 feet, or in some instances, 
no mold circles at all. 

5. Ankylosaurus: The revised Anky is slightly slimmer with smaller 
legs but the easiest way to discern the pieces is by looking at the 
underbelly. Originals have a pebbly texture and revisions have a grid 
like pattern. 

6. Triceratops: Again, the revision is slightly smaller in girth but 

inal Trikes have thicker and firmer horns. The revision has flimsy, 
thin horns. 

7. Allosaurus: The revised Allo has his Paws tucked further under 
than the originals. Also, all Allosaur originals lean in an unbalanced 
posture, The revisions have perfect balance and all toes on the feet 
point straight forward. 

8, Dimetrodon: The only visible difference in these 2 is the revised 
Dimetrodons do not have a mold circle on the underbelly. All 
originals have a faint mold circle on the underbelly. 


These 8 figures 
were only known to 
be sold as a group 
on blister cards and 
in the #3398 
playset. (See 
Below) With the 
advent of the 
"revised" group of 8, 
Marx then took the 
original large mold group (PL-749) out of production. The reason for 
this is unknown and remains a mystery to this date. Speculation is 
they simply wanted to ensure the success of the new T-Rex model, 
But, at the same time, they were removing perhaps their most 
popular creature in the Kronosaurus? Because of this marketing ploy, 
most often the Pot-Belly Rex and Kronosaurus tend to be in lesser 
number and higher demand than most other Marx models...and 
especially exist in less diversity of color. The 8 revised pieces, 
additionally, seem to be the most commen of the Marx original 
figures as they were sold in abundance during Marx's peak popularity. 
Plus, it was probably more thrifty to buy a set of eight pieces 
together than pick them out one at a time, especially since most 
folks, | assume, would have wanted the new T-Rex.In 1960-6) Marx 
also released a second set of blister carded figures. These are known 
as the second series pieces (PL 1083) and came carded as a group 
entitled “Monsters and Mammals." The advent of this set of 8 brought 
on the addition of yet another standard, but less common Marx 
dinosaur color, that being tan. These pieces can often be found in the 
very desirable tan color on the blister cards. It is believed that the 
second series carded sets of Marx pieces were also never sold as 
individuals but only as a carded set or as a part of the #3398 playset 
mentioned below. 


Ie was 1963 when Marx released the granddaddy of all playsets. The 
#3398 Prehistoric Times Playset includes all Marx dinosaurs and 
cavemen except the original large mold group (PL749), There are 57 
total pieces in this set, 36 of which are dinosaur pieces. This is 
Probably the rarest and most desirable set to seek and find among 
collector's today. A major change in marketing was the addition of a 
new interlocking 3 piece mountain-lake set with land bridge (which 
came in brown or marbled brown), 12 cavemen (6 tan and 6 cream), 
all the trees and ferns, and a new revised booklet. The large 12x24 
inch box depicts the revised T-Rex walking through a time tunnel of 
concentric circles. This is probably the most sought after of all Marx 
playsets today, The box alone is the quest of many a collector, The 
#3398 set usually contained the medium mold group in the very 
desirable tan or chocolate milk brown colors. This is an extremely 
rare set of pieces in either color shade, The second series (PL-1083) 
figures were usually a reddish brown color in this set. This is the only 
Marx playset which contains the second series pieces and the revised 
mold pieces in total. This set represents the pinnacle of Marx 
production. Shortly thereafter the U.S, government mandated the 
lead pigment be removed from the paint in the Marx plastic. The 
resultant product was an inferior quality dinosaur so it is assumed 
that rather than lower their standards, Marx simply dropped out of 
the dinosaur production. 


Original Marx dinosaurs remain in great demand even today. These 
are the collectibles by which most other modern day models are 
judged. Collecting Marx is almost considered an art form and is 
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usually done by set and then, after that achievement, most Marx 
fanatics will look to color as a priority for collecting. Re-finding a 
childhood playset in acceptable condition is a crowning achievement 
in collecting. Collecting color matched Marx sets is the passion! 


When attempting to color match Marx models it is important to keep 
in mind how extremely difficult this task can be. Keep in mind, the 
Marx dinosaurs were produced by mold groupings as outlined prior. 
So, the mold mated dinosaurs “must be consistent in color, In other 
words, if one piece of a mold is found in a certain color, then they will 
all exist in that color. Because the dinosaurs were produced on five 
different molds, color matching them perfectly is a challenge. The 
only way to insure absolute "perfect" color matching is to find the 
mold grouping pieces in a playset. Individual pieces tended to vary in 
shade greatly. in the case of Marx, the standard green color has a 
wide but subtle range in variance. Additionally, it is important to 
note that not all Marx dinosaurs were produced in every color. 


Here's a brief overview of what, from my experience, exists in Marx 
colors by mold group: 


Small Mold Group (PL-750): Most common color is standard greens. 
Also abundant in grays and available in lesser numbers in browns. 
Never made in tan or metallic green or silver. 

Large Mold Group (PL-749): Most commen color is gray. Also 
abundant in green. This color was never molded in basic and darker 
brown but is the only group te exist in silver. Also, this group was 
molded in a very light shade of chocolate milk brown but it is 
extremely rare. Never made in tan but was made in metallic green in 
rare numbers. 

Medium Mold Group (PL-755): Common color is grays and greens. 
This group was also never done in basic and dark brown but does 
exist in rare numbers in chocolate milk brown, This group was made 
in tan in the #3398 playset only and is a premium color, Never made 
in metallic green or silver. 

Second Series (PL-1083): This group was made in most colors 
including tan. This group even exists in a slightly different shade of 
metallic green. Most common color is brown and gray and standard 
green is the least common of the regular Marx colors, Not made in 
silve 

Revised Mold (PL-977): Also came in most every Marx color. 
Rumored to exist in metallic green and tan but I've personally never 
seen either, Never made in silver. 


Keep in mind, this discussion relates to the standard colors Louis 
Marx permitted for the production of his dinosaur models. Many 
hours were spent determining which color kids would find desirable. 
It appears the Marx philosophy was based on conservatism. For that 
reason, Marx tended to stick to more earthier tones in their original 
figures. But, one of the critical things that made Marx so popular, 
besides the perceived color of the figures, was the mere quality of its 
product. Unlike MPC, Tim-mee and Ajax, Marx had very strict 
quality control and production standards. But, one of the outcrops of 
this strict quality control was what should be done with the resultant 
garbage or molding errors? 


‘As you may or may not know, the Marx dinosaurs were produced in 
injection molding machines. These machines, apparently, are not 
conducive to reusing plastic so virgin plastic had to be used for each 
and every run of dinosaurs produced. 
Recycling was not an option. Anything 
that did not come out to pre-set 
standards, be it due to mis-molding, 
short-molding or even color disparaging 
had to be thrown out according to the 
Louis Marx bylaws. Needless to say, over 
the many many years Marx was in 
business, that came to be quite a stash of 
trash items. What makes this quality 
control all the more intriguing is Marx did 
not burn its plastics, they simply buried 


them in the now infamous Marx Toy Dump. Located about 20 miles 
outside of Moundsville, West Virgina, this large landfill area is (was) 
the home for a glorious array of discarded Marx toys. Now, keep in 
mind, we're not only talking dinosaurs, we're talking every single 
Marx plastic mold ever produced. Daily, thousands and thousands of 
pieces were discarded and dumped and buried and covered over. 
But, as long as Marx was in business, the dump was a moot area. 
Owned and operated by the Marx Toy company it was off limits to 
outsiders. When Marx went out of business in the late 1970's so did 
the reluctance to take a pick and shovel and visit the dump area. 
Going on a paleontological dig was no longer limited to the 
paleontologists with a true fossil mission. The collector, with his own 
passion and appreciation for “fossil toys" could make his own dig. As 
in real life fossil hunting, this, in most cases, could be a fruitless 
venture. The landfill area is on an expansive tract of land and hitting 
a dumped area would be akin to finding a T-Rex fossit laying openly in 
a desert bed of sand. But humans, and especially toy collectors are, 
as we know, quite obsessive. What lies below the grounds in West 
Virginia was a mystery and we all know, human beings love a good 
mystery. A few failures never dissuaded any passionate toy collector. 


A trip to the Marx dump can be quite a revealing experience, 
Although now located on public lands, the dump is only accessible by 
passing through private properties. Landowners in the area know the 
ramifications which lie therein, so passage is no easy task. Most 
landowners sit with guns perched for any passers by. It takes quite a 
stipend to get through, but if you are one of the lucky few that knows 
the bribery bylaws well enough to get by, and if you are one of the 
lucky few that knows where to dig, a mother lode could be the results 
of the effort. 


Found in the dump in recent years have been dinosaurs of the most 
unusual and glorious color. To collectors they are like gold, Obsessive 
Marxists thinking that had collected all that existed in Marx were 
introduced to an entire new realm of color. We had to start all over 
and the gold rush was on! Not all were and are gems. There are the 
usual complement of mold mishaps...prehistoric thalidomide 
creatures with chests attached or legs and arms missing, sink spotted 
pieces or tails that are short molded, In fact, as you might expect, 
the first foot or two of digging reveals plastics that are virtually 
rendered useless by the effects of weathering. Underneath, however, 
lies the gold. Untouched, often pristine pieces have been found which 
were discarded simply because of color. Beautiful robins' egg blue 
pieces have been found in abundance in absolutely mint condition, the 
more moody moss green shades are plentiful and the combo shades 
as a result of paint mixing are overwhelming. Brownish grays, grayish 
greens, muddy browns and brown like tans lie buried, in addition to 
varied multi colored pieces. All of these are presumably as a result of 
a color change in molding or experimenting by bored Marx staffers. 
All of these, for whatever reason, were nothing but trash in the 
1960's, But as they say, one man's garbage in 1960 is another man's 
gold in 1998, What does all this mean? Nothing...unless you are a 
completest like most Marx collectors. It seems to be a trait we all 
share. We can never get enough where Marx is concerned and 
although some think this hobby to be frivolous and stupid, to Marx 
fans it is a re-kindling of the creative and inquisitive spirit we had as 
kids. Each Marx model, in its own right, conjures up memories from 
a childhood experience. Each piece has its own charm and unique 
place in our collective lives. The leaded plastic has a distinctive odor 
which Marx collectors find intoxicating. 
Each dinosaur and each color has its own 
special meaning to remind us of where 
we were or what we were precisely doing 
at some time in our fong ago past. And 
for that reason, the spirit of childhood, of 
recapturing our youth is forever tied into 
these glorious models which helped form 
our youths and the basis and foundation 
of what makes us all what we are today.

The Cereal that turns your milk chocolatey! (or Strawberry) by Matt Kirscht 


I know nothing about Crazy Cow. 


That's why I chose to write this 
article about him. | suppose | know 
SOMETHING about Crazy Cow, 
but there are many questions that 
i don't know the answers to. 
Hopefully this article will inspire 
anyone with any knowledge of 
Crazy Cow to write in to the 
Freakie Magnet with their bits of 
insight and in the future I will 
update this article with a plethora 
of information. The problem is, t 
don't know if any one does have 
any information! | have already 
talked to most cereal heavy hitters 
and | am always turned away with 
a grunt and an "I don't know". Well 
here is what | do know and what | 
don't know, enjoy .... 


CRAZY COW STARTED IN 1977 


It is generally thought that Crazy Cow started its run in 
1977, | have two boxes that have the word "New" on 
them (Trick 'n Teaser book offer and Crazy Message 
Maker Offer) and both of their date flaps say 1977. It 
seems that both Strawberry and Chocolate were 
introduced together, and that there were never any 
other flavors. Logic would state that 1977 was certainly 
the date of introduction, but I found a premium that 
throws a monkey wrench into everything. 


The Trick 'n Teaser books and the plastic Crazy Message 
Maker both picture Crazy Cow exactly as he appears 
on the boxes. This is standard practice, because 
advertising characters must be readily identified. The

similar to the Quisp space games 

{ or the Cocoa Puffs card games. On 
this deck Crazy Cow has a 
propeller on his beanie, severely 
crossed eyes, different shoes, 
different nostrils, and the horns 
bend differently. While this seems 
minor, you have to remember how 
“| other General Mills characters of 

“| the late 70's looked. They were 
“cookie cutter" images, the same 
poses, the same facial expressions 
| with very little difference each time 
they appeared somewhere, 


It is my best guess to conjecture 
that The Crazy Cow card set | 
found was an earlier version, or a 
test market premium. Perhaps the 
propeller and the crossed eyes 
were deemed too Quisp-like, so General Mills decided 
to alter him before the cereal saw wider release? It is 
also possible that this a very late Crazy Cow premium, 
but I think this style card set premium was in vogue in 
the mid 1970's and disappeared soon after that. The 
whole question of it being a later premium is subject to 
argument since | have no idea how long the cereal even 
lasted! The only other box date | have seen with my 
own eyes was 1978 on the Star Wars offer box. It is 
possible that his appearance did change as time went 
‘on, but of all the boxes Dave Gutterman turned up, 
none have a propeller capped Cow. 


THE PREMIUMS 


Crazy Cow premiums are 
INCREDIBLY hard to find. 
Since there is not a large 
buying public for these 
premiums, dealers tend not 
to advertise Crazy Cow items 
when they have them. Low 
profile characters get lost in 
the shuffle to make room for 
big wigs like the Monster 
cereals. 
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There are four different trick 
'n Teaser books, and these 
appear to be the first in-pack 
prize. ] have book #3, and 
book #4, but have not been 
able to turn up the first two 
In the three years | have 
been looking. | have seen an 
extra #3, and an extra #4, 
but that is it. | am sure there 
are many more out there, it 
is just that they are not 
coming out of hiding. Prices have been between $15 
and $20 on all of these that | have seen. 


The Crazy Message Maker is the only plastic premium 
that I have seen and it has a wonderfully sculpted Crazy 
Cow head on the handle, similar to the Monster totem 
mugs. I paid $25 for mine, and have seen 2 others for 
sale in either yellow or red. 


The other premium that | own examples 
of are the activity stickers. There are six 
of these in the set, and | have been able 
to find four of them. Each of these clear 
backed stickers finds Crazy Cow engaging 
in various sports activities. | know of 
Skateboarding, Skiing, Basketball, and 
Pogo-sticking. | don't know what year 
these came out in, but | would guess 
1978. | paid $15 each for the four | own, 
and have not seen any others for sale. 
Again I believe these are not necessarily 
rare, they just aren't being dug out of 
collections and offered for sale. | REALLY hope that 
theory is true. 


Aside from the Card set | previously mentioned the 
only other premium | have heard about is something 
called the “Crazy Cow Flying Ring". ls this a character 
piece? Is it actually a ring? What? What? WHAT? The 
person who had the knowledge of this premium's 
existence did not find it 
within himself to share any 
info with me, so | have no 
idea what it might be. | 
would imagine that there 
are more Crazy Cow 
premiums out there, so 
please if you have any | have 
not mentioned, write to the 
Freakie Magnet with your 
information. 


CRAZY COW BOXES 


Thankfully, for the time 
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being, Crazy Cow boxes 
are not too hard to find. 
As far as 1 know David 
Gutterman from Chicago 
still has some mint flats for 
sale. General boxes will 
run around $75, the Star 
Wars box runs about $100- 
$125. Crazy Cow boxes 
are very striking and look 
great in any collection. 


FINAL MYSTERIES 


The only actual memory of Crazy Cow | have is of my 
brother and I following the directions on the back of 
the box to turn the milk chocolatey. | was a little over- 
enthusiastic with my vigorous stirring and ended up 
knocking my bowl onto the floor. 1 think the harsh 
punishment that followed is what helped 
pound this memory into my brain. What 
I do not remember, and wish that | could 
is whether or not there were any 
commercials for Crazy Cow cereal. I 
would think there were, but I don't know 
of anyone with a commercial on video, or 
a Crazy Cow animation cel. 


lL also vaguely remember a product from 
the 70's that consisted of a straw striped 
with red for strawberry or brown for 
chocolate. The gimmick with these was 
you opened the straw somehow and 
dumped the contents into your milk, 
mixed up the flavor and drank through the straw. I 
doubt these had any 
connection to Crazy Cow, 
but I seem to remember 
some sort of cow on the 
packaging. | don't remember 
much else, but it is possible 
there is a connection here.

What can I say, after missing two A.C. shows in 2 row we were not 
disappointed. Cereal prizes everywhere as far as the eye could see! There were baxes, 
too, and other strange cereal phenomena... 


The show was held at the new Atlantic City (New Jorsey) Convention Center, off the 
boardwalk near the Sheraton. The new convention center is a big improvement - 
space for each and every dealer in the same massive room. Inside the concrete and 
stee! walls in neat rows on the concrete floor were thousands of dealers set up with 
millions of items for sale. This is one of the world’s largest antique shows so there was 
much more than toys and cereal. But since I only saw the toys and cereal that’s what 
Hi tell you aboue! 


“The first guys we saw were Mike Paquin and his brother, The Paquins hag an 
excellent presentation of some of the best toys at the show, including an array of 
cereal vinyl dolis and figures: Booberry - sold in an hour for’ $200; Fruit Brute, on sale 
for $225; Cap'n Crunch and Jean LeFoote banks; Tricks Rabbit; Quisp bank - and 
much more.

There’s nothing 
cool about their natural wheat and Barley 
nuggets. The spoonful of cereal and 
lowercase brand logo never sent a 
collector racing for the auction phone! 
Would anyone care to read an article 
about the Grape Nuts 90 year packaging 
history? 


When people are introduced to cereal box 
collecting, their first question is often: 
What makes a cereal box collectible? A 
cereal box might be collectible if it’s the 
opposite of Grape Nuts. Cool cereal boxes 
have cartoon characters, neat movie tie- 
ins and fun toys inside to play with! 


What about Olympic Crunch (GM)? It has 
a shiny foil box with the Olympic logo 
(Marshmallow Cheerios?). This generic 
sports tribute lacks the personality-based 
endorsement of a real-life Olympic hero 
like Tracy Stump (Wheaties ‘96). For an 
Olympic sport box to be collectible it 
should have an athlete’s photo. Olympic 
Crunch doesn’t. 


After being introduced to cereal box collecting as a concept, 
the next question might be: Will new boxes ever be worth as 
much as old boxes, and if so, which ones? 


Collectors born in 1940 pay top dollar for 50’s western theme 
boxes. Collectors born in 1950 pay top dollar for 1960's 
cartoon boxes. The 60’s kids pay 100’s of dollars each for the 
early 70’s boxes. Eventually, the 70’s kids will buy up all the 
ET and Gremlin boxes! The 80’s kids love The Simpson’s and 
Urkel. The kids born around 1990 will collect Goosebumps 
and Casper. . . which brings us to today: 


Teday’s collectible cereal boxes will be worth as much as the 
‘old ones when future 
collectors are looking for 

wad cereal boxes which feature the 
cool things they loved as kids . 
. and those things are:

First, it is a Count Chocula Foil box 
following the Spider (93) and Wolf (94) 
foil boxes, Second, it is a movie tie-in 
foil box like Jurassic Park Crunch (97). 
Third, it is a Casper box like Sugar 
Chex (72) and Cap’n Crunch Casper 
TV show (97). Each of these is a reason 
a future collector of cereal boxes will 
want this particular box. 


2. SPOOKY FRUIT LOOPS Universal 
Studios Monsters! This box is so cool! 
By the publication time, this 
Halloween box may have cycled 
through the discount food stores, but if 
you missed it you gotta go check it 
out! It’s the first cereal box 
appearance of the highly collectible 
Universal Monsters since the 1976 
Sugar Crisp glow-in-the-dark monster 
heads. This limited-time Halloween 
box features Frankenstein, Dracula, 
Wolfman and The Mummy on the front 
of the box with Toucan Sam dressed as a witch! The box 
features painted portraits of each horror character (photo 
cards would have been cooler). It’s too bad Satan himself isn’t 
a Universal Monster but it’s still fun to play the monster hunt 
game on the back of the box even if the Master of these evil 
creatures isn’t directly pictured! This is a great holiday 


specialty box! 


3. CAP’N CRUNCH CRUNCHBERRIES Goosebumps 
Screaming Keychain! It’s hard to believe there was ever a 
time when Goosebumps books didn’t have TV shows, videos, 
and every possible merchandise tie-in! Goosebumps is an 
extremely popular series of horror novels for little kids 
(Jehovah’s Witnesses 
might feel they are 
Satan’s greatest 
triumph over our 
children’s minds! This, 
and of course, Casper 
the “Friendly” Undead 
of Hell!). Even Cap’n 
Crunch himself is 
reeling back in horror 
on the front of his 
cereal box! 
Goosebumps had over 
30 novels in its series 
when Honey Nut 
Cheerios did the 
Goosebumps Pog in 
pack (‘96 - Freakie 
Magnet #6).

Disney’s Rocket Man. 
This box features the 
Cap’n in a space helmet 
on Mars! Cool! The 
flashlight pen offer costs $3.99 and 2 proofs (which seems 
expensive even though it's cool, for a non-exclusive mail-in). 
Beyond the Cap'n being in a space helmet, making this box 
fundamentally cool, it’s one of the only high-profile marketing 
vehicles for the Disney Rocket Man film, a highly entertaining 
story of a manned flight to Mars starring Harland Williams. 
The movie is good (which is always a plus when forced to 
collect movie boxes like Batman and Robin and JP Lost 
World). The actor Harland Williams is really funny and his 
follow-up movie, Half-Baled, indicates he’ll be around making 
fun movies for some time! The film Half-Baked is an R rated 
dope smoker movie indicating a career expansion which could 
make this his first and only family-entertainment based cereal 
box appearance (compare to having a George Carlin cereal 
box). Regardless of his long-term career successes, the Cap'n 
Crunch Disney Movie tie-in cereal box is cool (not pictured: 
Disney’s Cheerios/Apple Cinnamon Cheerios Flubber boxes). 


5. HOLIDAY FRUITY PEBBLES. If I hadn’t seen a TV ad for 
this cereal | would have missed it! Even so, my mother was 
the only person to find them! Thanks, Mom! This is the first 
significant Pebbles change since Dino Pebbles (92). It’s Post’s 
first “holiday” box following in the marketing path of 
Quaker’s Christmas Crunch, Kellogg’s Holiday Rice Krispies, 
GM’s Winter Lucky Charms and Ralston’s Christmas Cookie 
Crisp. The ever-changing

Pebbles, Bam Bam, Kangaroo, 
4 Sabertooth, Flintstones and 
Rubbles. This box probably 
., {| won't be as popular as Dino 
Pebbles (which ruled!) but it’s an 
| integral part of the ongoing and 
ever-changing Fruity Pebbles 
collection. Receiving honorable 
mention here is the ‘97 Cap’n 
Crunch Christmas Crunch 
featuring a Koosh toy mail-in 
offer. The Koosh-ling isn’t a 


Cap’n Crunch Character rendering the box of no greater 
consequence than as the annual addition to my holiday box 
collection. 


6. FROSTED SHREDDED WHEAT BITE SIZE free cartoon kit! 
The Cartoon Network just launched a full campaign on the 
major Post cereals! AlphaBits and Marshmallow AlphaBits 
feature Yogi Bear and Tom & Jerry. Pebbles are feature 
Jetsons and Flintstones. Golden Crisp: Scooby Doo and 
Magilla Gorilla. Waffle Crisp: Taz and Daffy Duck. Shredded 
Wheat: Sylvester and Tweety and Marvin the Martian 
(Christine Meisner’s favorite!). These highly collectible 
cartoon characters make this series an invaluable edition to 
the cartoon characters cereal box collection! Plus, it’s an in- 
pack premium! There are great graphics, both on the box and 
free inside! There are ten different kits to collect in 8 boxes. 
It'll be a full-time job collecting this series. Duplicates will be 
expensive but a complete set will have to re-sell for no less 
than $100 to start! It’ll be worth it. 


The above boxes are the most commercially viable 
investments. Some of the more hard-core collectors might 
appreciate the subtle charm of Kellogg’s Razzle Dazzle Rice 
Krispies. This new cereal features and iridescent foil- 
embossed logo. This box also offers Snap, Crackle & Pop 
beanie babies ($8.99 m: ). Unlike All-American Rice 
Krispies and Kaleidoscope Rice Krispies, Razzle Dazzle is here 
for a while, already dropping the foil logo in favor of a bland 
yellow one (thereby increasing the desirability of this version). 
The cereal makes tasty Rice Krispies treats and a new edition 
to the collections of Cereal-Itself-Coilectors (CIC). Also 
notable is Life Cereal’s attempt to generate a new Mikey 
phenomenon. I knew Mikey, from the original TV 
commercials, and having seen the new girl I can honestly say: 
the “new Mikey” is NO Mikey! Americans like to embrace 
their own runaway success stories like: Where's the Beef, I’ve 
Fallen and | Can’t Get Up, and Yo Querro Taco Bell.

Whenever anyone boohoos anywhere in corporate 
America, someone says, “Don’t Cry, Mikey!” ... and Quaker 
has their advertising “phenomenon” and I pick this as the 
coolest box; as a Gnarly, time-endeared collectible relevant to 
the late 90’s. Regardless of the 
failed attempt, what’s 
important to remember here is 
that it’s certainly cooler than 
Grape Nuts! Happy Collecting!
